REPORT OF THE MARYLAND BUREAU OF MINES 1941

To His Excellency,
HON. HERBERT B. O'CONOR,

Governor of Maryland.

SIR:

The report herewith submitted is for the calendar year 1941, and is
the Sixty-fifth aiinual report upon conditions of the Coal and Clay
mines within the State.

The reports from the various mining operators throughout the State
show the tonnage to be as follows:

CLAY AND COAL PRODUCTION

(Net tons, cwt.)
Pick 910,310.07
Machine 912,945.05

Total 1,823,255.12

COAL PRODUCTION, ALLEGANY COUNTY

During the calendar year 1941, Allegany County employed 1,206
millers, 110 drivers (this includes motonnen, brakemen, etc.), 211
inside laborers, and 114 outside employes, making a total of 1,641
men. The production of coal for the year 1941 was 1,012,891.08. This
shows a productioii of 839 net tons of coal for each miner employed
during this period.

COAL PRODUCTION, GARRETT COUNTY

During the calendar year 1941, Garrett County employed 637
miners, 101 drivers (this includes motormen, brakemen, etc.), 72 in-
side laborers, and 106 outside employes, making a total of 916 men.
The production of coal for the year 1941 was 704,324.05 net tons.
This shuws a production of 1,105 net tons for each miner employed
during this period.

FIRE CLAY PRODUCTION

During the year 1941 the fire clay mines in Allegany County em-
ployed 116 miners, 11 drivers, 21 inside laborers and 30 outside em-
ployes, making a total of 178 men. The production of clay during the
calendar year was 106,039.19 net tons, a very considerable gain over
1940.

TONNAGE PER FATALITY—ALLEGANY COUNTY

Four (4) fatal accidents occurred in Allegany County during the
calendar year 1941, making 253,223 net tons of coal produced for each
fatal accident; number of fatalities per 1,000 employes 2.437; number
of fatalities per 7000)000 net tons of coal produced 3.949.

TWO (2) fatal accidents occurred in Garrett County during the
calendar year 1941, making 352,162 net tons of coal produced for each
fatality; number of fatalities per 1,000 employes 2.18; number of
fatalities per 1,000,0000 net tons of coal produced 2.839.

TONNAGE PER FATALITY FOR ENTIRE STATE

During the calendar year 1941 there were 286,202 net tons of coat
produced for each fatal accident; fatalities per 1,000 employes 2.346;
number of fatalities per 1,000,000 tons of coal produced 3.494.

WEIGHMASTER LICENSES FOR THOSE WEIGHING
SOLID FUEL

During the year 1941, in compliance with the provisions of Chapter
349 Maryland Laws (1937) the Bureau continued to inspect the weigh
scaks of all those engaged in weighing solid fuel in the State of Mary-
land, outside the City of Baltimore, 107 truck scales being tested and
7 were retested.

From the inception of the work under this Law, November 23, 1937
up to and including December, 1941, 1,856 weighmaster licenses were
issued by the Bureau, the fee for each license being 10.00, and this
money was turned over to the State Treasurer.

From January, 1941, to December, 1941 inclusive, 418 weighmaster
licenses were issued.

COAL TRANSPORTED BY THE RAILROADS TRAVERSING
THE WESTERN MARYLAND COAL FIELD

CALENDAR YEAR 1941

The coal shipments over the Cumberland & Pennsylvania Railroad
which traverses the center of the George's Creek coal field, amounted
to 593,115 net tons.

There were 652,880 net tons of coal shipped by mines located on the
Western Maryland Railway in Western Maryland coal field during
1941. Of this total, 174,065 net tons originated in the George's Creek
District.

Duriig the same period mines located on the Baltimore and Ohio
Railroad in Maryland made coal shipments amounting to 128,815
net tons.

The oniy cessation of labor was when the mines closed down on
April 1, 1941, as a result of the failure to negotiate a Joint Working
Agreement between the miners and operators. The mines remained
closed until May 9, 1941, when nearly all of them resumed operations.
Several mines resumed work on April 29, 1941.

PROSECUTIONS

Three miners were prosecuted for shootiig coal off the solid in the
Tyson coal seam and received penalties amounting to 10.0O fine aid
costs of $1.00. Sentence of fine suspended by payment of costs.

SAFETY ORDERS

A joiiit Safety Order was issued by the District Mine Inspectors in
a small mine where an accident had occurred due to want of timber.
After a joint inspection of the mine by the Inspeectors and the issu-
ance of the Safety Order the operator complied with the deuands of
the Inspectors.

Mr. Pfaff had asked Mr. C-lime to stamp a hole for him and he was
getting ready to bore a hole for! a shot. Mr. Glime walked back to the
lower side of his place to work when the roof gave way, catching him
and crushing his head, killing him instantly.

Mr. Glime was regularly employed as a laborer but he was loading
coal at the time of tile accident. He had been employed at this mine
about a month. This accident was the result of carelessness on the
part of the victim as more timber shou]d have been set.

GARRETT COUNTY

On March 5, 1941, at 11 :45 A. M., James Sweitzer, a miner, em-
ployed by the Johnstown Coal and C:oke Company (formerly Manor
Coal Company) Manor No. 3 Mine, located at Vindex, working the
Lower Kittanning coal seam, was fatally injured by a fall of roof
or Middle Rock. The victim was on his knees cleaning and loading
coal when a portion of the roof gave way swinging owt timber and
falling on victim. The piece of rock which fell was an imperfect
or false pot. In this section, bone coal adheres to the roof, which
interferes with the proper testing by sound; or vibration; other-
wise, it would have been readily detected.

On September 24, 1941, at 8 :15 A. M., Howard Plummer, a miner,
employed in the No. 3 mine of the Consumers Coal Mining Company,
near Shailmar, Md., workiig the Kittanning coal seam, was fatally
injured by fall of Middle Rock.

Victim had started to mine pillar face, where Middle Rock had
been taken down. The mining loosened a piece of Middle Rock which
fell on him.

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FATAL ACCIDENTS

CALENDAR YEAR 1941

There were five (5) fatal accidents occurring during the calendar
year 1941. One accident resulted in death which death took place in
1942, and according to rules for collecting statistics this accident was
charged back to the time of its occurrence iii 1941; hence there are
six (6) fatal accidents in the calendar year 1941. All of these were
due to falls of roof.

None of these fatalities should have occurred if those in authority
and the victims of the accidents had used precautions and provided
sufficient timbering. Those due to the falls of pots from the roof are
excusable to a certain extent as these pots cannot readily be discerned
by the eye nor by the sounding of the roof. However, in most cases
a well eiforced systematic timbering plan would prevent many of
these accidents.

Report on the Night Mining Classes

The Night Mining Classes conducted by the Maryland Bureau of
Mines, in cooperation with the University of Maryland, the State Be-
partment of Education and the County Boards of Education of Alle-
gany and Garrett Counties, opened their sessions September 23, 1940,
and closed May 24, 1941.

The classes were grouped in two districts, the Upper Potomac Dis-
trict, in charge of Instructor L. C. 1-Tutson, and the George's Creek
District, in charge of Instructor B. D. Ewing.

CONCLUSION

The average age of the students was 26.6 years. The average daily
artendancewas twelve. Twelve were part time studeflts while ten were
full time.

One outstanding feature was the enrollment
of five operators. By reasoi of illtensificatioll of the Map Reading
Course the work load carried by the studeilts was probably heavier
than at any previous Short Course.
